Privacy. Laptop with 
records of bills, health 
card numbers went 
missing in September

Personal health information 
belonging to 620,000 Albertans 
and stored unenciypted on a 
private company’s laptop was 
stolen in September, Health 
Minister Fred Home revealed 
Wednesday. 

“I am, quite frankly, out¬ 
raged that this would not have 
been reported to myself or my 
department sooner,” Home 
told reporters, adding he only 
learned of the Sept. 26, 2013 
incident after receiving a let¬ 
ter from Medicentres Family 


Health Care Clinics on Tuesday. 

Medicentres chief medical 
officer Dr. Arif Bhimji told Met¬ 
ro the laptop had been in the 
possession of an IT consultant 
the company had hired to de¬ 
velop applications. 

Bhimji said “a sizeable por¬ 
tion” of its patient database 
— including all visits to its 25 
Alberta clinics between May 2, 
2011 and Sept. 19, 2013 — was 
loaded onto the computer for 
testing, and the consultant lost 
track of the computer while 
travelling to meet other clients. 

“We do not know exacUy 
where the loss occurred and 
neither does he,” Bhimji said, 
adding the company immedi¬ 
ately notified police and the 
privacy commissioner when it 
learned of the loss on Oct. 1. 

The data on the laptop in¬ 
cluded patients’ names, dates 
of birth, provincial health card 
numbers, billing codes, billing 


amounts and diagnostic codes, 
Bhimji said. 

Wildrose leader Danielle 
Smith said the incident raises 
all sorts of questions about 
Alberta’s health-information 
system. 

“Why is it that a single per¬ 
son at a private company can 
amass 620,000 pieces of infor¬ 
mation on individual patients, 
with all of this information in 
one place, unencrypted, and 
then have it stolen?” she said. 
“It’s remarkable to me.” 

Bhimji said the company 
will now enciypt all medical 
data and equip its laptops with 
tracking devices. 

Edmonton resident Cora 
Shaw found out Wednesday 
her health information was 
contained on the stolen laptop. 

“I don’t want my diagnosis 
given to just anyone. It’s up to 
me to disclose what is happen¬ 
ing to me,” she said.

approached 
by man in 
school 
washroom 

Edmonton police are looking 
for a man who approached a 
boy in the washroom of a local 
elementaiy school and may 
have touched him inappro¬ 
priately. 

According to Det. Cameron 
Hawrish of the EPS Child 
Protection Section, police 
were called to Evansdale 
Elementaiy School near 93 
Street and 150 Avenue Tues¬ 
day after a student reported a 
man walked up to him in the 
washroom. 

It’s unclear how the 
individual entered the school, 
Hawrish added. 

Police are now working to 
corroborate the boy’s state¬ 
ment. 

“It’s not that we don’t trust 
the child and their disclosing, 
but like anybody, you forget, 
make mistakes, you don’t re¬ 
member things, you are really 
susceptible to suggestion,” 
Hawrish said, adding the boy 
seems to be doing well after 
the incident. 

“He is a tough little kid and 
he told it like it is,” he said. 

Lisa Austin, director of 
communication for EPSB, said 
the school board is launching 
its own investigation on the 
incident, including auditing 
the building to find gaps in 
security. 

“Eveiy day parents leave 
their children with us and it’s 
a sacred trust,” she said. “We 
take that... trust so seriously. 
We’re parents, we have chil¬ 
dren. Nothing could be more 
paramount to us.” 

The individual is described 
as an older, fair-skinned man, 
between five-foot-four and 
five-foot-eight with balding,

Historic church still 
looking for a saviour 


McDougall United 
Church. Council 
declines offer to buy 
landmark, but looks to 
other options to save it 


The city will continue to look 
at ways to save the historic 
McDougall United Church, 
but city councillors ruled out 
any notion of purchasing the 
building. 

The historic church needs 
millions in renovations and 
the congregation had asked 
the city to buy the building 
for $1 and then take over re¬ 


sponsibility for the repairs. 

Mayor Don Iveson said the 
city simply doesn’t want to 
be in the business of owning 
a church. 

“I don’t hear an appetite 
from council for buying it 
and becoming the landlord of 
McDougall Church,” he said. 

Council did ask adminis¬ 
tration to look into setting 
up a foundation that would 
use the city’s existing grant 
programs for historical build¬ 
ings, as well as additional 
funds from private owners or 
other levels of government. 

“I don’t think we can do 
what the church is asking for 
today, but I don’t think that 
means we’re out of options,”

said Iveson. 

Greg Greenough, the 
church treasurer, said he 
believes it’s important for 
the city to look beyond the 
church as just a religious 
landmark. “I look at McDoug¬ 
all United Church as an his¬ 


torical landmark. Maybe one 
of the most historical land¬ 
marks we have in the city.” 

He said while the outcome 
wasn’t the one he had hoped 
for, Greenough’s glad the city 
isn’t simply walking away 
from the church. 

“I’m impressed that the 
aldermen feel this is as im¬ 
portant an issue as I do,” he 
said. 

Council’s motion also 
called on the church to seek a 
historical designation for the 
building, which it currently 
doesn’t have. Greenough said 
he believes the building is a 
historical building, but the

Edmonton Catholic School 
Division officials want to meet 
with city representatives after 
a student was struck at a cross¬ 
walk on the city’s northside 
Wednesday, the second colli¬ 
sion at the crosswalk to happen 
this school year. 

The nine-year-old girl from 
St. Matthew Catholic Elemen- 
taiy was hit around 8 a.m.

Edmonton teen remembered 
10 years after his death 


Family members and support¬ 
ers gathered Wednesday to 
remember Kyle Young, an Ed¬ 
monton teen who died while 
in police custody in 2004. 

“Ten years ago on this day 
we were startled and hurt to 
see news coverage of the death 
of a young man in the law 
courts,” said Jim Gumett, who 
hosted the vigil. 


“We are... here because this 
is a day that marks the end 
of a life of a young boy who 
should have been growing up 
in our city and being part of 
our community,” Gumett said 
Wednesday in front of the Ed¬ 
monton Law Courts, the very 
site where Young fell five stor¬ 
eys down the building’s eleva¬ 
tor shaft. 


Despite the chilly temper¬ 
atures, the crowd stood for 
over half an hour listening to 
different speakers, including 
Young’s older sister Amanda 
Grift, who took a moment to 
share a poem she wrote for her 
brother. 

Following Young’s death, an 
inquiiy was launched, yet no 
charges were ever filed. At the 


time of his death, Young was 
in police custody and wearing 
handcuffs and shackles. 

“It’s a sober reminder of the 
plight of prisoners in our prov¬ 
ince,” said Tom Engel, the law¬ 
yer who represented the Young 
family through the inquiry. 

“Prisoners are being mis¬ 
treated as we speak here.”

It’s been a long struggle for 
Kerry, 43, who has been part 
of the Edmonton sex trade 
since she was 18. 

It was around midnight 
on Jan. 9 when she was found 
walking on local streets by 
Edmonton’s RARE RCMP of¬ 
ficers, who found her in a dis¬ 
tressed emotional state. 

“Bad thoughts go through 
my head and I was going to 
run right in front of a car 
tonight ’cause I don’t give a 
f— about anything anymore,” 
she said, adding her desire to 
leave Edmonton and the sex

trade. “I’m just tiying to get a 
ride to Evansburg. If someone 
can just help us get us out 
there.” 

In an effort to help her, 
KARE officer Const. Vio¬ 
let MacFarlane called 24/7 
Mobile Assistance Program 
(MAP) staff to get Kerry a safe 
place to stay for the night. 

Within a few minutes,

MAP staff arrived and later 
arranged for the sex trade 
worker to get a ride to Evans¬ 
burg the following day. 

“We encompass a lot of dif¬ 
ferent concerns and individ¬ 
uals that are going through 
a lot of crisis,” said Deanna 
Castellanos Garcia, manager 
of 24/7 MAP. 

Located across the Bissell 
Centre hall from the 24/7 
MAP office is the office of 
victim-support workers Rob 
Snipes and Rayann Fleming, 
who also work with KARE’s 
missing-persons unit but 
moreso with victims of crime 
overall. The victim-support 
workers take a similar ap¬ 
proach to KARE officers in 
that they’re there to support 
individuals on the streets. 

“It’s very client-focused so 
we don’t do anything with 
them unless they want us to,” 
said Fleming. 

KARE officers say there are 
several resources available 
to women on the streets but 
that individuals aren’t always 
so willing. 

“There’s a lot of help out 
there for them, but the hard¬ 
est part for the streetwalkers 
is to actually accept the help,” 
said MacFarlane. 



Community groups work together to help women on streets 


RCMP KARE officers, who 
work with individuals on Ed¬ 
monton streets and on mis¬ 
sing-person files, say there 
are several services available 
to people who are part of the 
sex trade but that they are 
not necessarily known to the 
disadvantaged individuals. 

One of the priorities of 
KARE when it first started 


was to develop strong rela¬ 
tionships with community 
groups, so when individuals 
are in need, they can be 
helped. 

CEASE Edmonton, one 
of the groups working with 
KARE, aims to help women 
rebuild their lives, many of 
whom are part of the Ed¬ 
monton sex trade. 


CEASE staff often connect 
with KARE’s missing-persons 
unit since many of the moth¬ 
ers of missing women are 
part of the root-cause organ¬ 
ization. 

The victim advocates 
with CEASE have also ac¬ 
companied the KARE unit 
on ride-alongs to speak to 
women on the street, said

Answers for aggression 



University of Alberta. 

Researchers hoping to 
develop support for 
families living with loved 
ones who have autism 


Edmonton mother Madeline 
Rainey said she searched for an¬ 
swers about her son’s health for 
more than 17 years. 

After displaying symptoms 
of autism for most of his life, 
Rainey said her 21-year old son 
was finally diagnosed just two 
years ago. 


“Over the years, many diag¬ 
noses were made,” she said. 
“Some of them were correct, 
some of them were sort of a 
loose kind of fit.” 

Through the years, Rainey 
said she often felt alone when 
dealing with difficult moments 
where her son struggled with 
aggression, including biting. 

Researchers at the Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta are now inves¬ 
tigating different support ser¬ 
vices that could help mothers 
like Rainey cope with aggres¬ 
sion from their children with 
autism.

Ceres 


Scientists spy water 
on dwarf planet 

Scientists have confirmed 
signs of water on the dwarf 
planet Ceres, one of the few 
bodies in the solar system 
to hold that distinction. 

Peering through the 
Herschel Space Observatory, 
a team led by the European 
Space Agency detected 
water plumes spewing 
from two regions on Ceres, 


the largest object in the 
asteroid belt. The observa¬ 
tions, in Thursday’s issue 
of Nature, come as NASA’s 
Dawn spacecraft is set to ar¬ 
rive at the Texas-sized dwarf 
planet next year. 

The source of the water 
plumes is still unclear. Sci¬ 
entists think there may be 
a layer of ice just below the 
surface that gets heated by 
the sun or the plumes could 
be spewed by ice volcanoes.

Influx of owls poses

Traps are being used to 
catch snowy owls alive at 
Michigan’s Gerald R. Ford 
International Airport after 
staff members shot nine 
in the last two months to 
ensure aircraft safety.

Toronto Mayor Rob Ford is call¬

Ford offered no apologies a 
day after the clip, which shows 
him using Jamaican swear 
words and other profanities, 
at one point aiming his curses 
at Toronto’s police chief, was 
posted anonymously to You¬ 
Tube. 

“Monday was unfortunate,” 
he said at a late-aftemoon 
news conference. “I had a min¬ 
or setback. We all experience 


these difficult bumps in life.” 

But, he said, it is a “com¬ 
pletely private matter.” 

“As you know, I’m a human 


being, the same as eveiy one 
of you, and I’m entitled to a 
personal life,” Ford said. “My 
personal life does not interfere 


with work I do day in and day 
out for the taxpayers of this 
great city.” 

Ford refused to answer 


reporters’ questions through¬ 
out the day about whether he 
drove himself to or from the 
restaurant that night, if he

interview for evidence they’re 
still gathering against the 
31-year-old Magnotta, who 
is charged with first-degree 
murder in the slaying and 
dismemberment of Chinese 
engineering student Jun Lin. 

Lawyers representing 


University of Ottawa crim¬ 
inologists had argued the 
2007 interview with a subject 
known under the pseudonym 
“Jimmy” should be kept con¬ 
fidential. 

The attorneys said 
Magnotta participated in the 
study as part of a survey of sex 
workers under the condition 
his interview would remain 
confidential. 

“The impact of this deci¬ 
sion is that researchers can 
now have confidence that 
courts will recognize and 
will treat seriously promises 
of confidentiality vital to the 
conduct of their research,” 
James Turk, executive direc¬ 
tor of the Canadian Associa¬ 
tion of University Teachers, 
said in a statement Wednes¬ 
day. 

“Courts have recognized 
the social importance of jour¬ 
nalists being able to protect 
confidential sources, and this 
decision extends a similar 
recognition to academic re¬ 
searchers.”

Kenyan author comes out 
against homophobia in Africa

Reactions to the 
writer's coming out 
were mostly negative 


One of Africa’s leading literaiy 
figures Binyavanga Wainaina 
says he’s known he was gay 
since he was five-years-old, 
though he did not have a homo¬ 
sexual encounter until he was 
39. 

To celebrate his 43rd birth¬ 
day, the prize-winning Kenyan 
has published an online essay 
telling the world that he is gay 
His stoiy contributes to an in¬ 
creasingly fierce debate about 
gays in Africa and is a protest 
against laws that seek to fur¬ 
ther criminalize homosexual¬ 
ity. 

Wainaina’s essay, painful 
to read, this week announced 
what he wishes he had told 
his mother before she died 14 
years ago: “I am a homosexual, 


mum.” 

In an interview with The As¬ 
sociated Press on Wednesday, 
he said he came out to help pre¬ 
serve his dignity. 

“All people have dignity. 
There’s nobody who was bom 
without a soul and a spirit,” he 
said. “There is nobody who is a 
beast or an animal, right?” 

“Every one, we, we homo¬ 
sexuals, are people and we 
need our oxygen to breathe.” 

Wainaina, whose hair is 
dyed in rainbow colours, lashed 
out at recently passed laws 
against homosexuality in Ni¬ 
geria and Uganda. He also criti¬ 
cized Russian President Vladi¬ 
mir Putin, who faces criticism 
over Russia’s law banning “gay 
propaganda” aimed at youth. 

“I can’t sleep at night be¬ 
cause there are people who I 
may know or who I don’t even 
know ... who may be dying or 
being beaten or being tortured 
right now in a Nigerian cell or 
three weeks ago in a Ugandan 
one,” he said. 


Dennis Nziolca, a gay rights 
activist in Kenya, welcomed 
Wainaina’s public announce¬ 
ment and said his prominence 
may influence other gay people 


in Africa and Kenya to come out 
publicly. He said Wainaina’s an¬ 
nouncement was both inspira¬ 
tional and courageous. 

“Courageous, because to 


do this in the Kenyan society 
knowing veiy well what he can 
face; ostracization and rejec¬ 
tion,” Nziolca said.

Bangkok declares

As a state of emergency came

Protests in Ukraine turn deadly 



Kyiv. Political crisis 
intensifies as violent 
clashes between 
police and protesters 
result in fatalities 


Unrest in Kyiv took a turn for 
the worse on Wednesday with 
news that two people died 
from gunshot wounds during 
clashes between police and 
protesters, the first fatalities 
since demonstrations over 
the government’s rejection of 
a planned EU treaty began in 
November. 

The day saw state police 
units dismantle a makeshift 
barricade on Europe Square 
and Hrushevslcoho Street — 
the city’s new hotspot for 
clashes, which runs along 
the cabinet office and parlia¬ 
ment buildings. Protesters, 
who fashioned makeshift 
armour out of sleeping mats 
and pieces of wood strapped 
to their jackets, parried police 
grenades with Molotov cock¬ 
tails. 

“If we leave now, we will all 


land up in jail. We will take a 
stand,” Bogdan, a young man 
guarding a barricade, told Met¬ 
ro. To maintain their position, 
the protesters ignited huge 
bonfires, the smoke from 
which, they claim, neutralizes 
the pepper gas launched by 


the police. 

When news circulated ear¬ 
lier in the day of the first cas¬ 
ualties in the civil unrest, the 
crowds in this area swelled to 
an estimated 2,000 by mid¬ 
morning. “Burn for our boys!” 
a voice was heard from the 


crowd as a gas bomb landed 
on top of a phalanx of riot po¬ 
lice. Some of the bombs lobbed 
were five-litre pickle jars. 

At one moment, an Ortho¬ 
dox priest walked out into the 
neutral zone between the pro¬ 
testers and police, pleading for

A Metro journalist was 
injured Wednesday in a stun 
grenade explosion on Kyiv’s 
Europe Square amid clashes 
between anti-government 
protesters and police. 

Andrey Svitailo, a staff 
photographer for the Metro 
Moscow newspaper, sus¬ 
tained leg injuries caused by 
shrapnel exploding from a 
stun grenade thrown by Ber- 
lcut riot police at protesters. 

“It was veiy sore and pain- 


calm. However, riot-control 
units, lined up like a shielded 
formation of Roman legion¬ 
aries, advanced towards the 
protesters, waving their batons 
and firing rubber bullets. 
People finally began to flee to

With Canada having experi¬ 
enced a bmtal cold snap from 
coast to coast at the outset of 
2014, the rest of the counfry 
can learn a thing or two from 
the folks in the Prairies. 

Lisette Schermann is the 
manager of the Brainsport 
store, a staple of Saskatoon’s 
Broadway Avenue. She says 
that when the temperatures 
dip far below zero, there is no 
reason to sit inside and sulk. 

Instead, fry going for a 
brisk mn on the tundra. 

“The hardest part is getting 
out there,” she said. “Once 
you’re outside it’s not nearly 
as bad as you think.” 

There are many com¬ 
mon misconceptions when 
it comes to winter mnning, 
said Schermann.

The project’s opposition, 
meanwhile, vowed to watch 
the new pipeline “like a 
hawk” as it continues to urge 
President Barack Obama to 


system. 

“This morning we have 
made a major change in 
where the largest refining 
hub in the world gets its oil,” 
said Alex Pourbaix, the execu¬ 
tive in charge of oil pipelines 
at TransCanada Corp., the 
company that built the line. 
CEO Russ Girling described 
the $2.3-billion US project as 
a “win-win-win” for U.S. Gulf 
refiners, who’ll get access to a 
cheaper, more secure source 
of crude; for North American 
crude producers, who’ll get 
a better price for their land¬ 
locked oil, and for consumers, 
who may pay a cheaper price 
at the pump as expensive for¬ 
eign imports are supplanted. 

The only losers, he said, are 
the foreign suppliers whose 
product will be pushed out of 
the lucrative Gulf market. 

In 2010, TransCanada 
began shipping crude to U.S. 
Midwest refineries on its ori¬ 
ginal Keystone system, ex¬ 
tending the line a year later 
to Cushing, Olcla., home to 


an enormous oil hub that’s 
been brimming with North 
American supplies. The glut 
at Cushing has been pushing 
down prices of landlocked 
North American crude. The 
pipeline that came into ser¬ 
vice on Wednesday extends 
the existing line from Cushing 
to the Texas coast, where re¬ 
finers are thirsty for Canadian 
crude to replace cargoes from 
places such as Venezuela. 

Activists do not see the 
pipeline as a “win-win-win.” 

Jane Kleeb, with the anti¬ 
pipeline advocacy group Bold 
Nebraska, said that Wednes¬ 
day marked a “veiy sad day” 
for those worried about their 
land in Texas and Oklahoma. 

“We all know this pipeline 
is a huge risk to folks along 
the route,” she said. 

“Citizens are not stopping. 
Citizens are watching this 
pipeline like a hawk. They 
know that they are bracing 
for the worst today as this 
pipeline starts up.”

Remember grade school? 
Perhaps you played with ac¬ 
tion figures and hung out 
with friends at the park. 
These days, kids play with 
iPhones and hang out on Fa- 
ceboolc with pals. 

A survey of more than 
5,400 Canadian kids in 
grades 4 through 11 found a 
majority had their own cell¬ 
phone, while nearly one in 
four of the youngest children 
owned a mobile device. 

The non-profit organiza¬ 
tion Me diaS marts worked 
with schools and parents in 
each province and territoiy 
to conduct the wide-ranging 
survey, which asked kids a 
few dozen questions about 
their Internet usage. 

It wasn’t surprising that 
nearly 90 per cent of the old¬ 
est students said they had 
their own cellphone, said 
MediaSmarts director of edu¬ 
cation Matthew Johnson. 

But it was eye-opening 
for him to learn that about a 



quarter of nine- and 10-year- 
old students had their own 
device. 

“The numbers were def¬ 
initely higher than we ex¬ 


pected at the younger end,” 
said Johnson. “The surprise 
is definitely in those early 
three grades (four through 
six) and the fact that in 
Grade 6 we’re up to almost 
40 per cent. 

“Certainly it highlights 
the fact that we’re seeing 
earlier and more Internet ac¬ 
cess (for kids).” 

Almost all of the 5,436 
students polled said they had 
access to the Internet outside 
of school. Six per cent of the 
kids didn’t have Internet ac¬ 
cess at home but went online 
at local libraries and com¬ 
munity centres. 

When asked about their 
favourite websites, YouTube 
was the clear winner among 
the more than 3,000 men¬ 
tioned, chosen by 75 per cent 
of the students. Facebook 
was second, followed by 
Google, Twitter, Tumblr, In- 
stagram, Minecraft, Miniclip, 
Hotmail and Wikipedia.

Your fancy Internet-con¬ 
nected coffee maker looks a 
little suspicious too. 

A Queen’s University pro¬ 
fessor isn’t surprised to hear 
of a new U.S. report which 
tells of a massive cyberattaclc 
of “smart” household de¬ 
vices. 

“Nobody’s going to know 
if the fridge is quietly com¬ 
municating with the Internet 
in the middle of the night,” 
David Skillicorn said in an 
interview Wednesday. “I have 
a very dumb fridge,” added 
Skillicorn, a professor at the 
Queen’s School of Computer 
Sciences and an adjunct pro¬ 
fessor of math and computer 
sciences at Royal Military 
College. 

Proofpoint, Inc., a cor¬ 
poration specializing in cor¬ 
porate security, reported this 
month that cybercriminals 
have targeted Internet-con¬ 


nected home devices, since 
they’re much easier to hack 
than home computers or tab¬ 
lets. 

Proofpoint’s study found 
more than 750,000 malicious 


email messages were sent 
out from more than 100,000 
household gadgets, includ¬ 
ing a fridge, between Dec. 23, 
2013, and Jan. 6, 2014.

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PITFALLS OF AN ENTERTRAINER 


I’ve had such a negative perception of gyms 
that as I was writing this column about my 
new gym membership I suddenly remem¬ 
bered that I’d already had a gym member¬ 
ship, about 10 years ago, and had banished it 
from my memory like Star Wars Episode I:

entertain people while they did ab exercises. I was keen on

If director Majdi Bou-Matar 
has learned one lesson 
while creating Body 13, it 
is: if at first you don’t suc¬ 
ceed then try, try again. 

Bou-Matar explains, “The 
play starts with a funeral 
happening on a beach and 
ends with a wedding. It car¬ 
ries the symbolism we are 
to bury something first in 
order to be wed to some¬ 
thing else.” 

The parallelism isn’t lost 
on Bou-Matar, who almost 
had to bury his play. He 
shares candidly, “The first 
reception of Body 13 wasn’t 
so great. We gave a ‘work- 
in-progress’ presentation 
and gathered audience feed¬ 
back. One of the relation¬ 
ships wasn’t believable, but 
the imagery and music were 
great. 

“So, we left it for a while 
and after several months, 
came back to it. But, we 
didn’t change very much. 
Using a new playwright 
with a fresh perspective, we 
switched a couple scenes 
and adjusted the one rela¬ 
tionship. 

“We presented it at a 
festival in the fall of 2011. 
The reaction of the audi¬ 
ence was 180 degree differ¬ 
ent. The house gave us a 
standing ovation. We knew 


it worked. That’s the first 
time we called it a finished 
production.” 

However, Bou-Matar still 
has mixed emotions about 
presenting the critically-ac¬ 
claimed play in Edmonton. 
“It’s one thing to present in 
your hometown,” he says. 
“But another to take this 
show on tour. I have heard 
Edmonton has a very edu¬ 
cated and informed per¬ 
forming arts audience. It’s 
great to bring our work 
here, where the audience is 
strong and wants to be chal¬ 
lenged and entertained.” 

Body 13 is presented as 
part of the January 23-25 
Canoe Theatre Festival. 

“I am happy Canoe took 
the risk on such a big piece, 
because it costs the same to 
bring five smaller plays,” 
Bou-Matar says. “So, you 
know the play has to be 
damn good to bring it. The 
other part is presenting 
work about sexuality and 
advocates relationships that 
are still taboo. 

“It means a lot to me 
there are presenters out 
there in our country who 
are willing to take risks on 
plays that aren’t typical.”

For his fifth feature film, 
director Jason Reitman 
takes on Joyce Maynard’s 
novel Labor Day, about 
an escaped convict (Josh 
Brolin) who takes a single 
mother (Kate Winslet) hos¬ 
tage over a holiday long 
weekend. To hear Reitman 
tell it, any success he’s had 
as a director is all down to 
his leading ladies. 

How did you approach 
adapting the novel into a 
film? 

The narrative follows the 
book so carefully. I was 
trying to recreate how the 
book made me feel. The 
book is told so beautifully; 
it’s so emotional and I had 
such an immediate reaction 
to it that I wanted to create 
a cinematic experience 
that mirrored the book. I 
wanted to tell a story all 
the way to the end and 
leave people with a sense 
of romance. You can’t 
always punch people in the 
ribs. Not every time. 

When did you first read 
the book? 

I read it while it was in 
galleys, a few years ago. 

And my producer, Helen 


Estabroolc, found it and 
gave it to me and said, 
“You’re going to love this,” 
and she was right. My ques¬ 
tion was, “Is Kate Winslet 
available?” We got Josh, 
went to Kate and she said, 
“I’d love to do it, but I’ll do 
it in a year.” So we waited 
a year for her. That’s how 
Young Adult came to be — I 
made it in that year. 

You’re developing quite 


a track record of working 
with actresses. 

Frankly, I’ve just been very 
lucky, you know? To have 
worked with Maria Bello, 
Ellen Page, Vera Farmiga, 
Anna Kendrick, Charl- 
ize Theron and now Kate 
Winslet? I mean, it’s an un¬ 
real group. I’m lucky that 
they’ve chosen to work 
with me. It’s wonderful. 

I mean, it makes me look 
better than I am. That’s 


the truth. In their hands, 
it makes me look like a 
decent director. 

You could try to go out 
and make a movie ... 

With the worst actors pos¬ 
sible? I would think given 
the option of working with 
brilliant people? Yeah, I’ll 
continue to do that. I find 
that I know when they’re 
right when it just seems 
honest and real. When 
I’m watching an audition, 
whether it’s for a lead or 
the tiniest part, do they 
make the words seem hon¬ 
est? It’s not if it’s funny, 
it’s not if it’s dramatic, it’s 
not if it’s moving. It’s just, 
does my bulls-detector go 
off? 

Was that how it was with 
your young star, Gattlin 
Griffith? 

We looked at a lot of young 
men, and he came in and 
it was just instantaneous. 
It’s those eyes. The whole 
movie is his point of view 
looking at the world — 
watching this man, watch¬ 
ing his mother, trying to 
figure out what they’re do¬ 
ing, trying to figure out his 
own sexuality. He could do 
everything without talking, 
and that’s what I needed. 

And you cast a remarkably 
accurate look-alike for 
young Josh Brolin for the 
flashbacks. 

Tom Lipinslci looks exactly 
like Josh Brolin. My girlfriend 
at the time said, “When he 
heard you were casting this 
movie he must have shot in 
his pants,” (laughs). Use that 
in your paper. 


Colin Firth admits he knew 
nothing about the West Mem¬ 
phis Three when he first en¬ 
countered Devil’s Knot, a dra¬ 
matic take on the mysterious 
slayings of three Arkansas 
boys in 1993 and the contro¬ 
versial conviction of three 
teens in their deaths. 

But he says he was immedi¬ 
ately fascinated by the “dia¬ 
bolical” misconduct of justice 
involved, and was tantalized by 
the unusual vision of Canadian 
director Atom Egoyan. 

The Oscar-winning British 
actor says this is not a stoiy 
that easily fits Hollywood’s 
storytelling mould, and that’s 
what made Egoyan especially 
suited to putting the infam¬ 
ous tale on the big screen. 

Questions linger to this 
day about what really hap¬ 
pened, and Firth notes that 
Egoyan wasn’t afraid to leave 
those loose ends dangling in 
the movie. 

“He finds things that other 
people might not notice and 
if this is a case that can’t 
be solved easily then that’s 
what’s interesting — let’s be 
honest about that, let’s not

tiy and manufacture reso¬ 
lutions which aren’t really 
there, let’s see what our rela¬ 
tionship is with the insoluble, 
with frustration,” Firth said 
during a stop at the Toronto 
International Film Festival 
back in September. 

“He’s, I think, a real mas¬ 
ter of tone and of the mood 
of an experience. (This is) 
a story which has so many 
threads and so many strands, 
and it’s not one single arc and 
there isn’t a single protagon¬ 
ist. To me, he’s integrated the 
film through that pervading 
mood. It’s the way he lights 
things, and the way he uses 
music, and the way he creates 
connections and in ways that 
aren’t conventional.”

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Drake has five nominations but 
is frozen out of big categories 



The Grammys. Despite

As strange as it is say that 
one of the top nominees at 
the Grammys is also one of 
its most prominent snubs, 
a case could be made for 
Drake. 

Sure, the Toronto rap¬ 
per has five nominations at 
this Sunday’s gala — trail¬ 
ing leader Jay Z as well as 
Justin Timberlake, Kendrick 
Lamar, Pharrell Williams 
and Macklemore & Ryan 
Lewis — but once again, the 
27-year-old star was left out 
of the show’s three marquee 
categories: record, song and 
album of the year. 

This, despite the fact 
that his nuanced, forward- 
thinking Nothing Was the 
Same was the year’s seventh¬ 


bestselling album in the U.S. 
after moving 1.34 million 
copies, according to Nielsen 
Sounds can. The album was 
hailed by critics too, receiv¬ 
ing high placement on lists 
of the best albums of the 
year by Billboard, Rolling 
Stone and Entertainment 
Weekly. His singles were 
just as broadly acclaimed — 
either the hypnotic origin 
tale Started From the Bot¬ 
tom or power-puff stunner 
Hold On, We’re Going Home 
placed on the year-end Top 
10 lists by Billboard, Rolling 
Stone, Time Magazine and 
Pitchfork. 

He’s thus now been nom¬ 
inated for his own music 15 
times but only once outside 
of the rap categories, when 
he ceded best new artist to 
Esperanza Spalding in 2011. 
(He has one win, for best rap 
album at last year’s bash). 
If his spotty record at the 
awards soiree bothers the 
perennially melancholic 
songwriter, he didn’t let on 
during a recent interview in 
Toronto. 


“To be recognized in any 
capacity for the music that 
we make is great, (but) I don’t 
think the Grammys make or 
break any artist,” he said. “I 
don’t think anybody should 
live or die by the Grammys 
— that’s my opinion. I think 
it’s a great organization and 
obviously (has a) deep-rooted 
history in music, but at the 
same time, if I go home with 
no Grammys I still feel great 
about what we did. 

“I think anybody should 
feel that way.” 

Well, perhaps it helps 
that the slate of nomina¬ 
tions for the 56th Grammy 
Awards was in many ways 
the most surprising in recent 
years — and it’s left pundits 
unsure of what to expect. 
This was, apparently, to be 
a Grammys show dominated 
by Justin Timberlake, whose 
sleekly high-end (if exhaust- 
ingly overlong) The 20/20 
Experience reigned as the 
year’s highest-selling album 
and was preceded by a ubi¬ 
quitous marketing campaign 
that included a coronation at 


last year’s Grammy show. 

But despite his seven 
nominations, Timberlake 
was, like Drake, completely 
left out of the Grammys’ 
trio of major categories. For 
album of the year, Lamar’s 
masterful street-level opus 
will compete with Daft 
Punk’s visionary Random 
Access Memories, Sara Bar- 
eilles’s The Blessed Unrest, 
Macklemore & Ryan Lewis’s 
poppy The Heist and Taylor 
Swift’s Red. 

It’s hard to pin down a fa¬ 
vourite. 

The other marquee cat¬ 
egories are seen as just 
as difficult to call. Robin 
Thiclce — who has Can¬ 
adian citizenship by virtue 
of his father, actor Alan — 
landed a record of the year 
nomination for his sleazy 
smash Blurred Lines. It’s a 
category that also features 
Daft Punk’s undeniable Get 
Lucky, Imagine Dragons’ 
Radioactive, Lorde’s Royals 
and Bruno Mars’ Locked Out 
of Heaven. 

The Lorde and Mars tunes 


are also up for song of the 
year — the distinction be¬ 
tween the two confusingly 
named categories is that the 
“record” award is based on 
performance while “song” 


is given for songwriting — 
along with Pink’s Just Give 
Me a Reason, Macklemore & 
Ryan Lewis’s Same Love and 
Katy Perry’s Roar.

This year's trend is to go with bigger, bolder artwork — whether it’s one large piece or 
several smaller ones grouped together to create a unified effect. Here are a few tips to help you make the most 
of your space, even if you’re on a budget or live in a small condo with little wall space.

With the trend of floor-to-ceiling windows, large intake 
vents and multiple light switches taking up valuable wall 
space in newer condos, it’s hard to find little — if any — 
wall space to hang artwork. Often your only choice is an 
obscure wall, off to the side. The trend for 2014 is bigger 
and bolder artwork, creating big impact in a space with 
one large piece rather than a row of small galleiy style 
hangings. To achieve impact with many small pieces, tiy 
arranging them into a rectangular grouping, which creates 
the effect of one big shape rather than many small ones. 


Rules for hanging 

When hung on an empty wall, the middle of the piece of 
artwork should hang 66 inches from the floor. If hanging 
art over a piece of furniture, the bottom of your artwork 
should be hung six to nine inches above it. A decorative 
picture light will help to illuminate your artwork and 
make it a focal point. If hung on the wall, art should be 
framed; if not, display it on a decorative easel or lean on a 
floating shelf. The colour of the frame should match either 
the wood tones or metal finishes used in the room; this 
will coordinate the art into the room with ease. 




Art on a budget 

Everyone thinks art (especially larger pieces) needs to be 
expensive. Art needs to be thoughtful, not pricey. For af¬ 
fordable art, look to art school sales, vintage poster prints 
and big home retailers that now sell limited-run pieces 
(with the fast turnover of products, a favourite piece may 
only be around for a few months). You can also get creative 
and customize your own art; a favourite image can be 
emailed to a custom print company and reproduced on 
wood, stainless steel or canvas at any size. Also, painting 
the wall a contrasting colour is a great way to make your 
art piece pop; go dark or bright for impact.

Simple kitchen renovations 


Home renos. Painting

Saying goodbye to an ’80s 
kitchen can be as easy as 
applying a coat of paint, 
modernizing lighting and in¬ 
stalling stone countertops. 

Though kitchen renova¬ 
tions can often require a 
serious financial investment, 
painting kitchen cabinets is 
a relatively inexpensive way 
to give the space a new look, 
says Lana Lounsbury, an in¬ 
terior designer in Victoria. 

But she warns that home¬ 


owners should be aware of 
the kind of wood their cab¬ 
inets are made of before they 
paint them, and what kind of 
paint they use. 

“You cannot paint oak — 
the grain is too deep — and 
when you put lacquer over 
it they look fake and gross 
because you can still see the 
grain,” she says. 

“Homeowners should also 
contemplate having them 
professionally sprayed in a 
booth to avoid having the 
marks of brushes and rollers 
seen in the end product.” 

Lounsbury says home- 
owners shouldn’t cut costs 
on paint and are advised 
to use a high-quality, semi¬ 
gloss sheen after applying a 
primer. 

While quartz, stone and 


marble countertops can be a 
major investment in a kitch¬ 
en, you can make an impact 
by installing a new countertop 
on a smaller space like an is¬ 
land. 

Marina Hildebrand, an 
interior designer in Regina, 
says updating lighting fix¬ 
tures can change the look of 
a kitchen. 

According to Hildebrand, 
homeowners are replacing 
the ’90s trend of three small 
pendant fixtures with two, 
more dramatic lights. 

“Lighting is dramatic and 
pretty inexpensive consid¬ 
ering the options out there 
right now,” she says. 

Lounsbuiy points out that 
a mix of ambient and task 
lighting is important in a

Recently, Oilers owner Daiyl 
Katz penned an open letter 
to the Edmonton fan base, es¬ 
sentially pleading for patience 
during the team’s rebuild in 
the face of a lot of scorn from 
the die-hards themselves. 

I’ve read the letter and Katz 
has a point. 

As he notes in the mis¬ 
sive, other teams have gone 
through long playoff droughts 
(this will be the eighth season 
for Edmonton), only to emerge 
as Stanley Cup champions. 
Though Katz doesn’t name the 
other franchises, two prime 
examples are the Chicago 
Blackhawlcs and Los Angeles 
Kings. 

Chicago’s rebuild essen¬ 
tially began in 2004, with the 
drafting of Cam Barker third 
overall. Ironically, Barker 
would become a huge bust — 
as Oilers fans will recall from 
his stint in Edmonton — and it 
would be two earlier picks that 
would buttress the team’s back 
end: Duncan Keith, 54th over¬ 
all in 2002 and Brent Seabroolc, 
14th in 2003. Dustin Byfuglien 
also came to the franchise 
in Seabroolc’s class, with the 
245th pick overall. 

After whiffing again by tak¬ 
ing Jack Skille seventh overall 
in 2004, the Hawks landed 
Jonathan Toews (third overall) 
and Patrick Kane (first overall). 
The big pieces were now in 
place. They got to the playoffs 
two years later and won the 
Cup the season after that. 

The Hawks had a five-season 
playoff drought overall. 

The Kings began bottoming 
out in 2002-’03, taking future 


captain Dustin Brown 13th 
overall that summer, but really 
gained traction with the draft¬ 
ing of Anze Kopitar (11th over¬ 
all) and Jonathan Quick (72nd) 
in 2005. The highest pick 
was Drew Doughty, second 
overall in 2008, while flipping 
the next year’s first selection, 
Brayden Schenn (fifth overall) 
in a later package deal that 
brought Mike Richards to town 
also cemented the franchise’s 
hopes. Los Angeles missed the 
playoffs for six straight seasons 
and won the Cup after nine. 

Katz marks the Edmonton 


rebuild as starting with the 
drafting of Taylor Hall, four 
years ago. I would think it 
started with drafting Sam Ga- 
gner sixth overall in 2007, but 
then it’s a question of when 
did the Oilers know they were 
in trouble. 

If you agree with me, 
Edmonton is officially behind 
schedule. If you believe Katz, 
there’s still time for the Oilers 
to turn it around. Then the 
question becomes whether 
or not you think GM Craig 
MacTavish and president Kevin 
Lowe can make it happen.
